Now, with respect to Turkey: In response to 
our informal approacnes in miu-September, the Turkish 
Government responced to tiat by completely banning the use 
of Turkish ships in trade of any kind with Cuba. Pricr, 
iowever, to the setting fortn of this regulation, three 
Turkish snips were or had been loade: with materiais from 
Soviet ports for Cuba, At the time these ships were 
leaded, the Turkish Government did not have the necessary 
authority which they later had. However, due to the fact 
that these three Turkish ships went to Cuba, my understand 
ing is that the ILA imposed an across-the-board embargo 
on the handling of cargoes from Turkish ships. The 
cargoes of these three ships were of a Ciassjfication not 
ccvered by our quarantine, in ater words, did not can- 
tain military equipment.
